They point out that in the ten years 
before the civil war—from 1850 to 1860~ 
a tremendous wave of prohibition senti- 
ment swep. over aimoet the whole of 
the United: States. In moral fervor it 
probably surpassed even the present 
movement. Men of flery eloquence like 
John B. Gough, Neal Dow, and Thomas 
Marshall delivered “temperance lectures” 
all over the country, “A dozen great tem- 
perance orders were organized and 
ga ned tens of thousands of members. 

No lees than fourteen of the largest and 
most populous states in the union passed 
prohibition laws. They were Maine, 
Delaware, Minnesota, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Michigan, Con- 
necticut, Ind'ana, Iowa, Nebraska, New 
York, New Hampehire, and Iilinols. 


Dry Wave Receded.

“That the buadens of taxation in the 
United "States are more unjusily distrib- 
uted than in the other great powers is in- 
dicated by the following: The United 
States collects approximately $3.20 per 
capita for customs taxes, while Germany 
collects $2.50; Austria-Hungary, $2.25; 
Prance, $2.60; lia.y, $2; Russia. 84 cents, 
and Japan, 40 cents. In addition, the bur- 
den of internal revenue, which falls upon 
the poor, ig about $3 30 per capita. while 
the’ income tax yields but 60 cents per 
capita. ; 

“ As compared with this, Great Britain, 
before the war, collected the colcssa! sum 
of $236.245.000, or $5.40 per capita, from 
the Mcome tax. It collected in addition 
$136,795.000.. or $3.10 per head, from the 
inheritance tax, or death duties. All told. 
Great Britain taxed wealth, incomes, and 
inheritance to the extent of $380 115,000, 
and collected 45 per cent of the total reve- 
nues from these sources. The population 
of Great Britain ie only 40 per cent of that 
of the United States. and its taxab

Germany Depends on Income Tax. 
“The mcome tax is the chief source of 
the tax revenue to the German states.

more thari 500 babies are shown the cost 


will run to $100. Most of the expenége is 
for advertising and printing. This does 
not include the cost of prizes. The above 
‘pamphlet contains a description of the 
equipment needed... 

In-these better babies’ contests the chil- 
wise tested as to their physical condition. 
Their life histories are carefully con- 
sidered. Their menta)] and socia) capaci- 
ties are considered. They are tests of the 
physical and mental development of chil- 
aren between 6 and 60 months of age. 

In a contest the children are divided into 
five groups, as follows: 

First division—Children from 6 months 
to 12 months of age. 

Second division — Children from 12 
goonths of age to 2 years of age. Se ee 
"Third division—Children 2° and 
under 8 years of age.

Fifth divisicen—Chiléren over 4 and 
under 5 years of age. ‘ 

In some shows these classes are further 
subdivided into (a) boys and (b) girls. 

I have before me four score cards for 
better babies contests. One by. Dra. 
Clark of Waterloo puts special stress on 
mental and moral qualities. Many years 
ago the Drs. Clark began work on a score 
ecard for babies which would put a pre- 
mium upon the qualities which should 
be encouraged. One of their theories is 
that the good of society demands that the 
training of babies in industry, orderliness, 
and kindlinesgs should begin before the 
third month. 


The baby health and eugenics score card 
of the eugenics section, national western 
stock show, runs much more to health 
and eugenics than any of the others. On 
this score card the child is credited or 
charged with whatever of importance 
from the inheritance standpoint hag oc- 
curred in the lives of'the child's brothers 
and sisters, parents, grandparents uncles, 
and aunts, and firetcousins. A hereditary 
taint which does not show itself in any 
member of a family in three generations is 
considered to have been wiped out. 

The better babies bureau score card 
especially emphasizes the physical cond!- 
tion of the child at the time of the contest. 
On the entry blank the parent gives such 
data as weight at birth, strong or weak at 
birth, number of children In the family, 
breast fed, bottle fed, if bottle fed, what 
is the food, number of feedings and 
amount of each, sleeps alone, sleeps in 
the open air, eto. 

After that the blanks in the main call 
for the result of physical and mental ex- 
amination of the child. It provides for 
scoring on the numerical system, aedo the 
two others already mentioned. On the 
other hand, the Life Extension institute 
score card does not provide for scoring 
by numbers. In this the other score cards 
are superior. My experience as a health 
officer taught me that a score card must 
feave little to the option of the scorer. He 
cannot refrain from seeing values through 
his own gtasses. The same baby scored by 
five scorers using a score card which says 
in detail just how much shall be allowed 
for each little point will get About the 
same score on the five cards. The same 
baby scored by five scorers using & score 
card which does not rate each detail in 
figures will get radically different scores 
on the cards turned in. 


The Life Extension institrte score 
sheets are two’ in number. The first 
is for the statement by parent. The first 
question asked is: “ Has birth been regis- 
‘tered?”

Examination.” Perfect on points covered 
under this head entitles the child to 115 
out of 1,000.

A single tooth recently 
through would not count much against a 
6montha old baby. Thumb sucking comes 
in for a severe penalty. 

The oral and dental examination is of 
great consequence in the children of the 
older groups. 

The fifth heading is “ Eye, Ear, Nose, 
and Throat." Perfect on this head gives 
85 out of a possible thousand. The most 
important single items under this head, 
according to values given on the card, 
are cross ec es, diseased tonsils, and 
adenoids. In 6 months old babies diseased 
tonsils and adenoids are not of much im 
portance, as they are rarely present. Opn 
the other hand, cross eyes are very impor- 
tant, because the condition is present in 
many babies.

He subscribes for stock of uncer’ 
tain value, agreeing to pay installments 
for a year or two. 

Naturally other purchasers of shares 
make partial payments, and the company 
cannot be ready to operate till most of 
the installments are paid in. The sav~-

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Are Chicago Men Discourteous? 


RE the men of Chicago losing their 
politeness? Or have they already 

A lost it? There must be some rea- 
son for the many discussions you 

hear about the matter from 
women, especially the business women. 


Of course they meet more men than do the 


women who stay at home. It is on street 
ears that the business women in large 


““eltles encounter discourtesy from men, 


and they are inclined to judge all men by 


: 


the men they meet riding to and from 
work every day. 

One business woman, when she was 
asked her opinion of Chicago mer, 
laughed and said: ‘“ Well, I cannot say 
whether there is a general decline in po- 
liteness among the men of this city, but 
some of the men I ride to and from work 
with a great deal could never be accused 
of having an overabundance of courtesy. 
The only way I ever get a seat in the car 
coming home in the evening is to walk 
three or four blocks out of my way to 
avoid the crowd. I never expect a man 
to give mo his seat and not once in six 
months do I get a pleasant surprise. But. 
then, I do not think the men are entirely 
-to blame either, for I have heard them 
say they have given up their seats to 
women who accepted them without a word 
of thanks.”’ 


Another business girl expresses herselt 
more strongly on the subject. She re- 
sents the fact that some men say that be. 
cause women g0 to work and compete with 
men in business they should expect to be 
treated like men, She says it is only an 
excuse to hide their lack of politeness 
and argues that if they feel that way 
about women who work they ought to dia- 
criminate against them and reserve their 
g00d manners and courtesies for the 
‘women at home. From her observation

“ Thank you, but you are too late,’ which 
embarrassed him so much that he rode 
om the platform the rest of the way 
downtown,  }

a mother, wife, sister, or fancée stand in 
front of them, unrecognizeé all the way 
home. That is, if the female relative 
made no attempt to attract attention, but 
head fortitude enough to cling toa strap 
for thirty minutes in order to administer 
a lesson. Many men deliberately bury 
themselves behind newspapers the mo- 
ment they sit down, without glancing at

Dyeing China Berries.
